On about the middle of July, while

Instantly several men on 
board the bchooner began shooting at 
the man. Not only was he shot as 
he swam towards the khore, but a 
large harpoon, 
used 
for gigging 


fish was thrown at him, crushing in his 
chest. The man sank and the schooner 
hastily sailed away, evidently giving 
the man up for drowned. The House 
boys, however, sifcw the figure rise 
from the water, and going to his res- 
cue, succeeding in bringing him ashore 


The man proved to be Paul Johnson, 


who said that early in February he 
was kidnapped in Louisville, placed in 
the hold of a boat and taken to New 
Orleans, where he was placed on a 
schooner and brought to the coast of 
Texas, where occurred the incidents 
narrated above.

WILLIAM M. SPRINGER is reported as 


saying, in Decatur, that he is not used to 
having a Republican county like Macon 
in his district, and suggesting that Ma- 
con ought to be made Democratic, which 
will only require the conversion of 150 
Republicans. 
There is not the least 


danger of converting 150 Republicans to 
the sugar trust Democracy, but if 150 
were converted, the Democrats who 
have become thoroughly disgusted with 
the policies of the party as exemplified 
in Congress, would give the county to 
Major Connolly by 600. Mr. Springer 
will have to put up with several Repub- 
lican counties in his district this fall. 


SPRINGER says something about the 


farmers of Macon county selling where 
they can sell the dearest and buying 
where they can buy the cheapest. That 
is a Democratic proposition as old as 
the hills, and never was verified under 
any Democratic tariff legislation. The 
best market the American farmer ever 
had was the home market created by 
protection which diversified American 
industries, and that was the only market 
under which he prospered. Since the 
Democrats came into power that market 
has been so seriously crippled that the 
American farmer alone has lost more 
money than the civil war cost the coun- 
try, and worse than all, no other market 
has been opened to the American farmer 
by Springer and his colleagues. 


THI, dispatches yesterday reported a

idleness, soup houses and reduce wages, 
and now have the sublime cheek to ask 
workingmen to vote the Democratic 
ticket. 


Will Brice Resign? 


It is reported that Senator Brice, of 


Ohio, has decided to resign in case the

This is not put out in 
the nature of a threat, but suggests a 
very reasonable and proper sequel to 
such a proceeding. The Wilson bill, as 
it came to the senate, was without doubt 
the greatest product of imbecility that 
ever passed the house in the shape of a 
revenue bill. Purporting to be a reve- 
nue tariff bill, its operation would have 
been to create a deficiency of nearly $50,- 
000,000 a year in the revenues. The sen- 
ate could not afford to let such a bill

the house production so that it would 
hold some water at least To do this 
there WM but'one way open and that 
was to tax sugar. The next thing that 
became necel ary wai to do a lot of 


trading and bargaining to get Tote* 
enough to pass the bill in the senate. 
To all of this bartering, it has been 
proven, Prjsident Cleveland gave his 
consent and afterward characterized the 
bill ass an act of perfidy and dishonor. 


The course of the president brought 


on a conflict between his friends in the 
party, who believe he can do no wrong, 
»nd those senators with whom the pres- 
ident had consulted in arranging a bill 
;hat could get voter enough to pass it 
ihrough the senate. An. effort is now 
jeing made all along the Democratic 
ine to make scapegoats of those sena- 
tors who were instrumental in getting a 


through the senate, and the rule is 


;o pass resolutions through Democratic 
conventions lauding Cleveland and con- 
demning these senators. 


Senator Brico simply gives notice that 


if this is done in Ohio he will resign his 
seat in the senate. This is precisely 
what every one of these senators should 
do. Should Brice resign a Republican 
would succeed him in the senate and 
Ohio would be properly represented in 
that body. The people of the state have 
repudiated the Democratic party by a 
plurality of 81,000 and ought not to 
have a Democrat in the Senate, and the 
state should b& deprived of a Democratic 
senator whose Democracy will insist 
while in such a minority in the state 
that a Democratic senator should con- 
sent to allow Cleveland to dictate to 
dim.

Hard on Springer. 


The following petition was presented

that as wheat, wool, sheep, horses, mules 
and all other farm products have been 
reduced in value, we therefore demand 
of your honorable body, in consideration 
of these things, to rdlduce the salaries of 
our county officials at least one-fourth. 


Is this a dream or a reality? Can it 


be possible that the Democratic admin- 
istration, that in 1892 promised the 
laboringmen and the farmers better 
prices for their labor and their farm 
products, have failed to keep their 
promises? Springer should go at once 
to Christian county, and take "Andy" 
Hunter with him, and show these farm- 
ers that they are mistaken; that wheat, 
wool, sheep, horses, mules and other 
farm products are not cheaper, but that 
on the contrary, they are living in the 
luxury of a second Democratic "golden 
era," and that they are simply the victims 
of an hallucination. These Moseses ought 
to go at once to those farmers in 
Christian county who are crying for the 
leeks and onions and melons of the 
Egypt of Republicanism of 1892, and tell 
them they should sell where they can 
sell the dearest and buy where they can 
buy the cheapest."

line for the first time in the historv of 
the order, will fraternize with their 
opponents of the 'sixties, and thus 
make visible demonstration of the oft- 
r?peated assertion that there is no 
longer a north or a south, but one 
country, free and undivided. And if 
but a tithe of the pledges ard prom- 
ises made t>y the visiting Kent-.ickians 
are redeemed, the encampment of '93 
will never be forgotten, either by the 
Union or confederate veterans who are 
fortunate enough to be among the 
partieipants 


The encampment transacted its busi- 


ness with electric speed. When the 
noon recess was taken all the national 
officers had been elected. 


After one of the most heated con- 


tests in the history of the order Col. 
Thomas O. Lawler, of Rockford. 111., 
•was elected commander-in-chief .defeat- 
ing his only opponent. Col. Ivan N. 
Walker, of Indianapolis, by the narrow 
majority of eleven in a total vote ol 
640.

post ever since. 


The election of officers occupied the 


entire morning session save ten min 
'utes, which were given up to a delega 
tion from the Women's Relief corps and 
the ladies of the Grand Army of the Re 
public who brought fraternal greet 
ings.

A council of administration, com 


posed of thirty-five members, was also 
chosen. 


Equal dispatch was manifested in 


the afternoon, so much so that Gen. 
Dan«6ickles was moved to remark, as 
he steadied himself on his crutches in 
front of the footlights: 


"You have laid more business on the 


a bl« in a few minutes than congress 
has in the last two months." 


Nearly half an hour was occupied in 


reading- the reports of the committee 
on resolutions, which dealt with more 
than a score of subjects. 


One resolution called the attention 


of state departments and posts to the 
character of certain school books used 
in some of the public schools of the 
country and cited a report of the de- 
partment of Pennsylvania sitting forth 
that many test books used in schools 
are works of Southern sympathizers 
and contain erroneous mUstatements- 
relating- to the war. This was adopted, 
and also a resolution requesting de- 
partments and posts to financially as- 
sist poor soldiers' orphans desirous of 
securing a high school education. 


Hearty applause greeted the resolu- 


tion directing the incoming comman- 
der-in-chief to endeavor to secure the 
reinstatement of such comrades as may 
have been unjustly discharged from 
go vernment service, and also to pro- 
tect such veterans as yet remain in of- 
fice. As a rider to this resolution, the 
following was also carried amid vo- 
ciferous shouts: 


"That the Grand Army of the Re- 


p ublic, in Twenty-eight National en- 
campment assembled, respectfully re- 
quest the president of the United States 
to issue an executive order to the heads 
of the several departments of the gov 
ernment, and through them to subor- 
dinates having the power of employ- 
ment for the retention of such persons 
in service who were veterans in the 
war and give them preference." 


Considerable mystification was crea- 


ted by a vague report from the com- 
mittee to the effect that a resolution 
on strikes and anarchy, that had been 
referred to it might, if favorably re- 
ported lead to so mething being said 
that might better be unsaid, and pos- 
ftibly create a discussion that would 
not be desirable. The remarks of the 
commander-in-chief on the 
subject 


contained, In the opinion of the com- 
mittee, all the expressions of opinion 
that were necessary. Inasmuch as a 
resolution thus sidetracked had been 
referred, to the committee without 
reading-, there was considerable specu- 
lation among the delegates re garding 
its tenor, tra%. their curiosity was not 
satisfied. 
Last evening the United 
Press secured an official copy. 


Resolutions were introduced at the 


instance of Lafayette Post, 140, of 
Kew York city, and read as follows: 


WHKBKAS, The maintenance of Amer- 
ican liberty rest* upon the preserva- 
tion of individual rights and obedience 
to the law*; and, 


WmtREAB, These fundamental prin- 
ciples have been flagrantly disregarded 
by so-called striken, the rights of in- 
dividuals to labor overriden by vio- 
lence, private property destroyed, life 
fatten and executive and judicial au- 
thority set at defiance; and, 


WatWMBAB, Such outrages have be- 


te so frequent as to Indicate an op- 
Mfe to 4 condition of anarchy H not 


promptly fend -vigorously" checked; 
therefore*

KtmlteA, That we vigorously proteal 
against the toleration of such outrages 
and insist upon the fullest protection 
of individual rights as essential to the 
maintenance of American liberty. 
Remind, That all mob violence from 
whatever cause must be vigorously 
suppressed by all the powers of the 
tates, and that those guilty of overt 
acts, intimidations or threats must be 
teverely punished. 


It is stated that these resolutions 


created an animated debate in the com- 
mittee, and the motion to table them 
vas adopted by a majority of only one 
rote.

in the Contempt Oases All In.

.ote, and a letter of sympathy was also 
ordered sent to Andrew G. Curtin, the 
venerable war governor of this state, 
who has been unable to attend the en- 
campment owing to serious illness. 


A proposition that members of the 


Sons of Veterans be admitted to post 
meetings was ruled out of considera- 
tion on the ground that it involved a 
change in the constitution, and that 
the usual thirty days' notice had not 
been given to the delegates. 


Nearly two hours were occupied in 


an animated debate on a report from 
the committee upon a series of resolu- 
tions submitted by Phil Kearney Post, 
No. 10, of Richmond, Va., which set 
forth that certain published statements 
made by Commander 3. A. Watrous, of 
the department of Wisconsin, to the 
effect that the post in question had 
collected moneys for the decoration of 
graves in southern cemeteries and im- 
properly applied them to the erection 
of a hall were untrue in substance 
and in fact, asking that this denial be 
printed in the records of the encam p- 
ment and a committee be appointed by 
the commander-in-chief to invistigate 
the truth of the charges. 


Col. Watrous took the floor in his 


own behalf, and declared that he was 
fully justified in making- the state- 
ments that had been called in ques- 
tion. 
Edgar Allen, of Richmond, Va., made 


an earnest speech in behalf of the post, 
asserting that its acts had been strictly 
honorable and legitimate, and pro- 
duced proof that the post had secured 
a plot of ground upon which it pro- 
posed to erect a grand army hall. 


It was finally decided to instruct the 


commander-in-chief to appoint a com- 
mittee of three to investigate the mat- 
ter, its report to be final, and to be 
accepted by both sides. 


A resolution approving and com- 


mending the celebration of Washing- 
ton's birthday by posts of the order in 
connection with the public schools, as 
inaugurated by the commander-in- 
chief in Lynn, Mass., was adopted. 


Concerning the proposed monument 


in Washington to the memory of Gen. 
Grant, the committee reported that the 
statue and pedestal had been finished 
and stored pending action by the joint 
congressional committee regarding a 
date for the^ fbial installation cere- 
monies 


A proposition to change the rules so 


that each encampment should Select 
one member of the council of adminis- 
trati6n to serve five years, instead of 
five members elected annually for a 
single term was defeated. 


Representatives of the Big Four, Cin- 


cinnati, Hamilton & Dayton and Penn- 
lylvania railroads appeared before the 
encampment and pledged a rate of one 
cent a mile for the gathering of next 
year. 
This concluded the legislative busi- 


ness. 


The incoming commander-in-chief 


and subordinate officers were formally 
installed with the usual ceremonies, 
and shortly after 5 o'clock, with three 
cheers and a tiger for Pittsburgh and 
its people, the encampment came to an 
end. 


Commander-in-Chief Lawler issued 


the following general order Np. 1 last 
night: 


Having been elected and installed as 
commander-in-chief of the Grand Army 
of the Republic for the ensuing year, I 
hereby assume command, with a pro- 
found appreciation of the responsibili- 
ties of the office. 
Comrade C. C. Jones, of Rockford, 
111., is hereby .appointed adjutant gen- 
eral, and Comrade J. AV.

Trusting for Acquittal to the Govern- 


ment's Alleged Failure to Make a 


Case—Briefs and Oral Argu- 


ment* to be Submitted. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 14—Counsel lor the 


defendants in the Ainerican Railway 
union contempt ca^es surprised the 
government attorneys by deciding, at 
the-conclusion of yesterday's proceed- 
ings, not to call anywitnes5,cs in behalf 
of their clients, but to rest their case 
on the evidence presented by the gov- 
ernment. The case will come up for 
oral argument September 25, and both 
sides are allowed twenty days in which 
to file briefs on the legal .questions in- 
volved. Judge Woods will probably 
render a decision early in October. 


Attorney Gregory told the court that 


counsel for defendants preferred to 
present a written argument on the 
case. "We are willing to submit this 
case on the evidence the government 
has put in," said the lawyer. "We 
might prove a few things by putting 
witnesses on the stand, but we are 
willing to waive this privilege." 


Attorney Walker argued for an oral 


presentation of the defense, and Judge 
Woods said he preferred such an argu- 
ment, as by this means greater light 
might be thrown on the subject by 
questions which could be asked the 
speakers, and that might arise from 
their remarks. 


Attorney Erwin, of counsel for the 


defense, then said: "We do not desire 
to have any oral argument in this case. 
In its relation to the great American 
public this case is one of the most im- 
portant that ever came before a United 
States court. It involves a great ques- 
tion and we wish to place our views on 
record in cold, leaded type where they 
can be seen as often as need be. This 
court should consider well the law as 
to the issuance of the injunction which 
brought our clients here,- and we shall 
have some views on that point. We 
shall ask twenty days in which to pre- 
pare briefs on this subject, and to 
prayerfully consider the evidence in 
this case. Our honor, our Christian 
conscience, will appear in this, our 
argument." 


After further discussion the court 


concluded to have the case argued 
orally September 25 and to allow briefs 
to be submitted on the legal phases of 
the ease in twenty days. Ten days 
longer were allowed the Santa Fe rail- 
road if counsel for defendants felt 
compelled to consume so much time. 
Then Judge Woods said: 


1 will probably have to use the mid- 


night hours to prepare my opinion on 
this case as it will have to be done be 
tween now and October 6, when I be- 
gin a long session of court." 


Attorney Walker stated to the court 


that he did not think the government 
would submit any argument on the 
law, it being quite clear now, as he 
thought, to the court. "If Attorney 
Erwin wants to make another speech 
to the public, we will hear him," con- 
cluded the lawyer. 


Counsel for defendants are confident 


the government has not made out a 
case. 


Roy 8. Baker, a reporter for a Chica- 


go morning paper, was the first wit- 
ness called l»y the governmentyesterd-ay 
morning. He identified an article pub- 
lished Julf 23 in which Debs appealed 
to the public not to ride in Pullman 
cars. The address was issued from jail 
and was also signed by Howard, Keli- 
her and Rogers. Mr. Walker an- 
nounced that the government would 
finish its case 
before the

witnesses. After this the government 
will ask leave to introduce a copy of 
the Pullman contract with the Rock 
Island road.

Night Clerk Joseph H. Elbers of the

sonally delivered telegrams to Mr. 
Debs when the latter was a guest at 
the Leland. He saw Debs open these 
and read them. 


Wallace R. Rice, an ex-reporter for a 


local daily, testified as to the conven- 
tion of the American Railway union al 
which the strike was declared. He 


_ described Debs' speech on that occasion 
"a* "fervent and impassioned," and that 
of Vice-President Howard as being "as 
temperate as Mr. Debs' speech was im 
moderate." He said Howard told him 
that he thought the American Railway 
union was in no condition to sue 
cessfully 
resist the General Man- 


agers' association, and 
that if il 


took 
up 
the 
Pullman 
boycott 


it would lose the fight. Rice hear< 
Debs use the expression that "strikes 
had been ordered" on various roads 
but did not hear any of the officers as- 
sume the responsibility for ordering 
these strikes. He had seen telegrams 
ordering strikes while at the American 
Railway union headquarters, and ha< 
seen telegrams delivered to Debs. 


Shortly after the opening of the af 


ternoon session the government reste< 
its case, and Arthur G. Wells, assisten 
to the first vice-president of the Santa 
Fe, was called as the first witness for 
that road. Counsel for the defendants 
entered an objection to the whole test! 
mony on behalf of the Santa Fe. which 
was overruled. 


C. F. Ressegni, superintendent of the 


Chicago division of the Santa Fe, testi 
fied as to the strike on the road anc 
the interruption of traffic. 


On cross-examination Mr. Darrow 


asked: "How long since your people 
had their last pay day?" 


"July 3." 
"Was there any complaint from em- 


ployes of the Santa Fe on account oi 
not receiving pay on time?" 


"Well, there was some; not much. 


Our men were usually kept waiting 
for their pay only a few day*." 


For the first time during the trial 


Judge Woo4s took a hand in question- 
iiwa witness. His examination of 
Mr. Ressegui developed the informa- 
tion that passenger trains were never 
delayed inside the state of Illinois 
more than an hour, and freight trains 
not at all, and that no effort that wit- 
ness knew of was made by strikers to 
overcome the guard placed on duty by 
the r«fl with the object of committing 
violence. 
Madison Nixon, superintendent of 


Chicago terminals of the Santa Fe, 
said fully half the through trains dno 
at Chicago failed to arrive during the 
worst period of the strike. 
Engineer H. R. Bliss, and Charles O. 


Smith, section foreman of the same 
road, said they were intimidated into 
quitting work. 
Herbert W. King, a Santa Fe fire- 


man, 
said he was threatened with 


death if he did not join the ranks of 
the strikers. 
John Hurley, of Joliet, a Santa Fd 


engineer, and John Kelly, his fireman, 
testified they were forced to leave theij 
engine July 9 by a committee of strik- 


•s.A copy of Judge Caldwell's orders in 


regard to interrupting traffic on th« 
Santa Fe, and General Manager J. J. 
Frve's manifesto to the strikers wer« 
introduced. 
The Santa Fe then rested its case.

"piTTbBCKG, Pa., Sept. 13— The sensa- 
tioaal feature of the G. A. K. encamp- 
ment was a demonstration to-day that 
almost precipitated a riot on the post- 
office steps in Smithfield street. 
A 


crowd of several thousand people,among 
them hundreds of veterans, threatened 
to nfob the postmaster for assaulting ai* 
old soldier. 


The cause of the uprising was E. W. 


Mclntosh, a veteran of the Fourteenth 
Illinois Volunteers, who b..il been for 
eight months a priforor ut Anlerson- 
ville. He has been fors-ome yerua a res- 
ident of Decatur, 111., but now rcbidea in 
Indianapolis. He sells photographs of 
himself as ha appeared when released 
from Andereonville, a living skeleton. 
detailing his prison experience, more 
horrible than any tales of Calcutta 
black holes, and sings songs which he 
has himself composed. ' 


He visited Postmaster O'DonnoIi's 


office and asked permission to sing from 
the big front steps a couple of songs 
to the old Grand Army men, who 
were clustered thick upon the steps 
and standing about in 
groups on 


the broad 
pavement in 
front of 


the postofflce. The postmaster gave bis 
permission, and Mclntosh went out and 
sang. Postmaster O'Donnell stood at 
his window and listened. He supposed, 


a matter of course, that the Illinois 


ei-prisouer would sing some song of war 
times, of bivouac or battle. The first 
verse and the chorus were enough for 
him. 


Mclntosh has a strong voice and clear 


enunciation. The moment he tuned up 
and thrummed a guitar as an accom- 
paniment to his clarion notes, people 
flocked from every direction, and within 
half a minute 500 people were massed 
upon the steps and sidewalk, entirely 
blocking three or four entrances to the 
postofflce. The first stanza and the 
chorus which Mclntosh sang was as fol- 
lows:
